my returne, I finde that ſome of them haue not only bin 


offenſiue for ſundrie wanton ſpeeches, and laſciuious 
phraſes, but further I heate that the ſame haue beene 
doutfully conſtrued, and( therefore) ſcandalous, 

My reuerend and welbcloued: whatfocuce my youth 
hath ſeemed vnto the gtauet fore, I would be verie loth 
nowein my middle age to deſerue reproclumore loth to 
touch the credite of any other, and moſt loth to haue 
mine one name become vnto you odious. For if I 
ſhoulde nowe at this age ſeeme as carelefle of reproch, 
28 I was in greene youth readie to goc aſtray, my faults 
might quicklie gro we double, & my eſtimation ſhould 
bee woorthie to remaine but fingle, I haue learned 
that although there maie bre foundin a. Gentleman 
hereby to be reprehended orrebuked, yet oughthee 
not to be worthis of te proofe or oondemnation. 

All this 1 ſet downe in Preamble, to the ende Lmaie 
thetby putchaſe your patibce. And as Tdefire that you 

wil not condemne me without prooſe, ſo am Iconten- 
_ ted chat ifheroaſter you ſinde me guiltie, your deffairiue

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ſentence ſhall then paſſe publikelic yoaderthe Scale of 
Seucritie, 

Ir «erg not reaſon (right reuerend) that I ſhoulde be 
ignorant howe gen'ra'he we are all maprs prom ad ma- 
lum qu im ad bonum. Euen ſo is it requiſite that I acknows 
lege s generall rcformation of maneis more necet{arie 
to be taught, than anic whetRone of vanities is meete 
(Cin theſe daies) to bre ſuffered, And therefore as your 
grauitie hath tioug it requifite that all idle bookes or 
wanton pamphlets thoulde bee forb dden, fo might it 
ſeeme that I were woorthic of great teprenenſion, if I 
ſhould be the author of cuill wilfullie, or a prouoker of 
vices wittinglic. And yet ſome there are ho haue not 
ſpared to report that I teceiued great ſummes of monie 
for the firſt printing of theſe Poſies, whereby lit it were 
true) I might ſeeme not onclie a craftie Broker tor the 
vtterance of garith toics, but a corrupt marchaunt for 
the ſale of deceirfull wares, a 

For anſwere hcreof it is moſt true (and I call heaven 
and earth to witneſſe) that I neuer receiued of Printer, 
or of anie other, one grote or pennie for the firſt copies 
of thele Poſtes. True it is that I was not vnwilling the 
fame thould be imprinted : And that not of a vaineglo- 
rious defire to be thought a pleaſant Poet, nettherycr of 
a light mind to be counted a cunning louer, For though 
in Huth I was often ouethardie to put my name in bal- 
lance of doubtfull iudgements, yet now: lam become 
ſo baſhfull that I coulde rather bee content to leeſe the 
praiſe of my follics , then to hazard the miſeonceite of 
the graue and graic headed 1ucges, But to confeſſe a 
erueth vnto you right reuetend (th hom I may not 
long diſemble in caſes which io generallie do touch all 
men) I was the tather contented to ſee them imptiuted 
for theſe ſundtie eonſiderations. 

Firſt, for that I haue ſeene divers authors, (both lear- 
ned and well learned) which after they haue both reſor- 
med ther lues, and couerted their ſtudies, haue not yet 
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the reuerend Deuines. 


diſdeined to reade the Poems which they let paſſe their 
pens if Youth, For ict [gn vnro mce thatin all ages 
Poctri: hath bene not onelie permitted, but alſo it hath 
dene thought a right good and excellent qualitie. 

Next vnto this, I have alwaies bene of opinion, that 
jrisnotvnpoſhble either in Pocmes in Fiole to wrice 
br th compendiduſhe, & peifretly in our Englithtong, | 
And therefore a'though I challenge not vnto my ſelfe 
the name of an Englith Poet, yet may the reader ſinde 
out in my iin ge, that I have more faulted in keeping 
the olde Englih wordes (quam im obſeleta) than in 
botowing of other languages, fuch Epichetes and A- 
diectiues as ſmell of the Iakhorne. ; 

Thirdkc,as I ſeche aduauncement by vertue, ſo was 
I defirous that there might temaine in pablike recorde, 
ſome pledge or token of thoſe gittes here with it hoth 

teaſed the Almightie to endue mee: To the ende that 
thereby the vertuous might bee incouraged to emploie 
my pen in ſome exerciſe which might tende both to my 
preferment, & to the profit of my countrie. For manie a 
man which mate like mine outward preſence, might yet 
haue doubted whether the qualities of my minde had 
bene Correfpondentto the proportion of my bodie, 

Fouithly, becauſe I had written ſundrie things which 
could not chuſe but content the learned and godlie rea- 
der, therefore I hoped the ſame thoulde ſerue as vndou- 
ted proofe, that I had laide ahde vamties, and delighted 
ꝛo everciſe my penne in morrall diſcourſes, at leaſt the 
one paſſing (checke by cheeks) with the other, mult of 
neee iy perſuade both che learned, & the light minded, 
that I could atwell ſow good grainc as graines or draffe, 
And I thought uot mecte (being intermingled as they 
were) to caſt away a hole buſhell of good ſeede, fort 
two or three graines of Darnell or Cockle. 

Laſtly, Iperſuaded my ſelſechat as in the better ſort 
of the ſame I ſhoulde purchaſe good liking with the ho- 
norable aged. So euen in tue worſt ſort] might yet ſerue 
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s a myrrot for vnbridled youth, to auoide thoſe perils 


which I had paſſed. For little may he doe which hath e- 
ſeaped the rocke or the ſandes, if he can not watt with 
his hand torhem that come after him, 5 

Theſe conſidetations (right Reuerend)did firſt moue 
me to conſent that theſe Poems thoulde paſſe in print. 
For recapitulation whereof, and to anſwere vnto the 
obiections that mate be geuen: I ſaie to the firſt, that I 
neither take example of wanton Ouid, doting N ipidi- 
u, nor fooliſh Samberatins : Bur 1 delight to thinke that 
the reuerend Father Theodore Beza, whole life is woor- 
thelie become a lanterne to the whole worlde, did not 
yet diſdaine to ſuffer the continued publication of ſuch 
poemes as he wrote in youth, And as hee termed the at 
laſt Poemata caſtrat a. So ſhall your reuerend iudgements 
behold in this ſecond edition, my pocmes gelded from 
alt fil ele phraſes, corrected in all erroneous places, and 
beutiſied with addition of marie morall examples, 

To the ſeconde, although I be ſomtimes conſtreyned 
for the cadence of rimes, or per licenxiam Poet icam, to vic 
an inkehorne terme, or a ſtrange word: Vet hope I that 
it ſnall bee apparant I haue rather regarde to make our 
natiue language commendable init felte, then gay 8 
the feathers of ſtraunge birds. 

To the third teaſon may be obiected, that if I were eſo 
deſirous to haue my capacitic knowne; „I ſhoulde haue 
done much better to haue ttauailed in ſome notorious 
peeee of worke, which might generallie baue ſpred my 
commendation, The which Iconfeſſe, but yet is it true 
that I muſt take the foord as I finde it ; Sometimes not 

as] would, but as I may. And ({ince the ouctſighe of my 
youth hed brought me far behinde hand and indebted 
vnto the worlde ; [ thought goodin the meanctimeto 
paie as much as I had; vntill it might pleaſe God better 
do inable me. For e en. the greedieſt creditor is ap- 
peaſed, if he ſee his debtet willing to pay hen he bath 
any thing, And — beingbuſied in maxtiell at 
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the reuerend Deuines. 


faires ( whereby alſo L' ſought ſome aduapcement) I 
thought good to notiſie vnto the worlde before my re- 
turne, that I coulde as well perſuade with pen, as pe arce 
with launce or weapon : So that yet ſome noble minde 
might bee incouraged both to exerciſe mee in time of 
eace, and to emploie me in time af ſeruicein warre. 

To the fourth and laſt conſideratious, I had alledged 
of late by a riglu reuerend father, that althogh in deede 
out of euery flo er the induſtriaus Bee maie gather ho- 
nic, yet by proofe the Spider thereout ſuckes miſchee- 
uous poiſon. Wherunto I can none otherwiſe anſwere, 
but that he who wil throw a ſtone at eue rie dog which 
barketh,had neede of a great ſatchel or pocket. And if 


the learned iudgements aud houeſt minds do bath con- 


ſtrue my doings aright, and take therein eitker councel 
ot commoditie, then care Ithe leſſe hat the wicked 
conceiue of my conceits, Ford eſteeme more the praiſe 
of one learaed reader, then Lregatd the curiqus carping 
of ten tnouſaud vnlettered tatlets. 

To conclude (tight ceverenchas thaſe .confiderations 
did ſpeciallie moue mat firſt to conſent to the imptin- 
ting of theſe poſies, ſo now haue I yet a further conſide- 
ration, hich moueth mee moſt carneſtiie to ſue far tłis 
ſecond ediuõ ot pub i lung of the ſame. And that is this 
I vnderſtand that ſundrie wall di ſyoſed mindes haue ta- 
ken offence at certain anton ords & ſentænces pal- 
{ed in the Fable of Ferdi tando leronimi, and the Ladis E. 
linoræ de Ualaſco, the which inthe firſt edition was tuar-

with ſome . buſie coniectures haue ꝓreſumed tochinke

by to knowe, Surelie (tight rewerend) I ſmile to ſee the 
implicit e of uch, ho being in decde ſtarke ſtaring 
blind, would yetdteme to ſee ſarre imo a milſ one. And 
the ratlor. I ſcorne tie ix raſu od gients: for that in tal- 
king with xt themane aer another, there haus not 
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to agreed in one coniecture. Alas, alas, if I had bene ſo 
foolith as to haue paſſed in rceitall a thing fo done ia 
d eed, yct all the world might thin ke me very ſimpie it 1 
would cal lohn, Iohn, or Mary, Mary. But for the better 
ltiiſieng of all nien vniuctſaliy, l doc here protelt vnte 
You{reucrend)euCEby the hope of my faluatig thatthere 
1580 liuing creature touched or ta be noted therby. And 
forp reſt you ſhal find it now in this lecod imprinang fo 
tut quened & turned, ſo clenſed trõ all vnclcalie words, 
and fo purged from the humor of inhumanitie, as per- 
caſ. you would not iudge it to be the ſame tale. For al- 
though I haue bin hertofore cõtented to ſutter the pup? 
licauon therof, onlie tothe end men might ſee my Me- 
thode in writing , yet am I now thus deſiious to ſette it 
forth eftſones,ro the end al men might ice the retorma- 
tion of my mind: and that al ſuſpitions maie be ſopprel- 
{ed & throughhe latisſied by this mine vnteined pioteſta 
tid which Il make vnto you in that behalte, Finally, were 
it not that tlie ſame is altedie extant in ſuch fort as hat 
moued offence, I ſhould rather be content to cance!) it 
vtterlie to obliuiõ, then thus toi tura t in a ne patcht 
toate. And for ful proofe of mine eat eſt zcaleſin Gods 
ſ- ruice,l require of you molt inttatlie, that if hetebie my 
S kil ſeem ſufficient to wade in mattets of greater mpot- 
tãce, you wil then vouchſafe to imploy me accordir gly.

Allant Gentlemen, and luſtie youthes of this 
my pate Countreic, I haue here (as you 
ſee) publiſhed in print ſuch Poſies and times 
Nl as I vicd in my youth, the which for the bar- 
daroufnes of the ſtile maie ſecme worthleſſe, 


places they haue alſo ſeemed heretofote daungerous. So 
that men maie iuſtlie both condemne me of raſhneſſe, and 
onder at my ſimplicitie in ſuffering or procuring the fame 
to be imprinted. 

A yong man well borne, tenderbe foſtred, and delicatelie 
accompanied, ſhal hardlie paſſe ouer his youth withour fal 
ling into ſome ſnares of the deuil, and temptations of the 
fleſh. But a man of middle yercs,:vlio hath to hiscolt expe- 
rimented the vanities of youtb, and to his peril paſſed them 
who bath bought repentance deere, and yet gone through 


with the bargains, whoſecth before his face the time paſt 


ſoſt, & the reſt poaſting awaie in poaſt: Such ami had'more 
need to be wel aduiſed in his doings, and reſolute in his de- 
terminations, For with more eaſe and gretet fauot maie we 
anſwere for x. mad follies committed in greens youth, than 
one ſober ouetſight eſcaped tn yeres of difcretio, Licurgus 
the good printelie philoſopher,ordeined that if an old mã 
percciving a yong man to commit anie diſhoneſtie, did not 
rebuke but ſuffer him, the aged ſhoulde be chaſtized, & the 
yong man ſhould be abſolued. 

All chis rehearſed & conſideted, you maic(as I ſaie) gro 
in ſome doubt, whether were worſe occupied in firſt deui- 
ſing, or laſt in publiſhing theſe toies and pãphlets, & much 
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the tather, for that it is a thing commonlie ſeene, that (now 
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adaic) fewe or no things are ſo well handled, but they (hall 
be carped at by curious readers; nor almoſt anie ching ſo 
well meant, but may be much miſconſtrued. 

And herewithall I aſſure my ſelfe, that I thail be greatly 
condemned as a man verie lightlie bent, and rather deſirous 
to continue in the freſh remembraunce of my follies, than 
content to cancell them in obliuion by diſcontinuance: e- 
ſpeciallic ſince in a houſe where, mane yong children are, 
it hath bene thought bettet pollicie quite ro quench out 
the fire, then to leaut any looſe cole in the imbers, where- 
with babes maic,plaic and put the whole edifice in danger. 

But myluſtie y6uthes, and gallant Geutlemen, Ihad an 
intent far contrarie ynto all theſę ſuppoſes, when I firſt per- 


mitted the publication hereof, And becauſe the greateſt 


offence that hath bene taken thereat, is, leaſt your mindes 
might hereby become enuenomed with rene 
vnto you will addrefſe my tale, for the better ſatiſhieng of 
common iudgementes, And vnto youll will explaine, that 
which being before millicallie couered, and comonly mit- 
conſtured, might be no leſſe pexillous in ſeducing you, the 
grieuous euidence for to proue me guiltie of cõdemnatiõ. 
- Thento come vnto the matter, there are three ſortes of 
men which ( being wondertullic oftended at this booke) 
haue found therein three manet of matters (ſay they) verie 


reprehenſible. Ihe men ate theſe: curious carpers, ignorant 


readers, and graue Philoſophers, Ihe faultes they finde are, 
Iudicare in the Creede, clalke for cheefe, and the common 
infection of loue. Of theſe three ſorts of men and matters, l 
do but verie lightlie eſteeme the two firſt, But I decpely re- 
gard the third. For cf a verie 1185 there ate one kinde of 
people now adaies which wil miſlike anie thing, being bred 
(as I chinke) of che ſpawne of aſcrab or creuiſh, which in all 
ſtreames and waters wil ſw im either ſide wales, or flat bac k- 
wards:and when they can in decd find none other fault, wil 
yet thinke Iudicare verie vnto ſardlie placed in the creede. 
Or being a ſi nple ſoa tet will find fault at the ſhape of the 
legge: or if they be not there ſtopped, they will not ſpare to 
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the young Gentlemen. 
ſtep vp higher, and ſaie, that eApelles painted Dame Yenns 
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vcrte deformed or euill tauoured. 

Of this ſort I make [mail account, becauſe in decde they 
ſcelea knot in theruſh,and wouid ſeeme to fee vetietat in 
a milſtonc. There are alſo certaine others, who (hauing no 
skill at all) wil yet be vetie buſie in reading all that may be 
read, and thinke it ſufficient if ( Parrot like) they can reheiſe 
things without booke: whe within booke they vnd-ritai.d 

eitherthe meanivgofthe author, nor the ſenſe of the Fgu- 
ratiue ſpeeches, I will forbeare to recite examples by anie 
mine ov ne doings; Since all compariſons are odious,I will 
not ſaie ho much the areignment and divorce of a lower 
(being written in a ieſt) haue bene miltaken in ſad eaineft, 
It thail ſuffice that the contentions paſſed in verſe long ſi- 
thens, between M. Churchyard and Camel, were by a block- : 
headed Reader, conſtrued to be in deede a quarel between 
twoneighbors. Of who one hauiug a Camel in keeping, & 
that other hauing charge of the Churchyard, it was ſuppo- 
fed they had growe to debate becauſe the camel came into 
the Churchyard. Laugh not at this luſtie yonkers , .fince the 
pleaſant di tie of the noble Erle of Surrie beginning thus, In 
winters iuſt returne: was alſo eonſtrued to be made in deede 
by a ſhephe ard. What ſhould I ſtand much in reherſal how 
the L. Vaux his dittie beginning thus, Iloath that I did loue, 
was thought by ſome to be made vpõ his deathbed, & that 
the ſoulknil'of M. Edwards was alſo vtittẽ in exttemitie of 
ſicknes Of a trueth my good Gallants, there are ſuch as ha- 
uing onlie learnd to read ẽgliſh, interpret latin, gre ke, frẽch 
& italian phraſes or metaphors, euẽ according to their own 
motherlie conception & childiſh skill. The which ſhall ne- 
uer trouble me ha: ſoeuer fault they find in my doings, [ 

But the third ſort (being graue Philoſophers,and finding f 
juſt fault at my doings at the common infection of loue) I 
muſt needes alledge ſuch iuſt excuſe as may countetuaile 
their iuſt complaints. For elſe I ſhoulde remaine worthic of 
a ſevere puniſhment, They wiſelie conſidering that we are 
all in youth more apt to delight iu Harmefull pleaſures, 
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than to diſgeſt wholeſome and ſound aduice, have thought 
mecte to forbi the publiſhing ot anieriming tiifles hich 
maic.ſeruz as whetſtones to tharpen youth \ v11:0, Vanities, 
Ani for this cauſe finding by experience allo, hoy the fitſt 
copie of theſe my poſies hach bene verie-much inguired for 
by the: yonger ſort, and hearing like iſe that (in the ſame) 
the greater patt hathi bin writtcaan purſuit of amarous en- 
tetpliſcs, chey haue iuſtlie conceyucd that the continuance 
thereot hat! bin more hikclie to ſtiie in all yong Readeis a 
venemous deſire of vanitie, thẽ to ſerue as a cõmon mirror 
of greene and youthfull imperfectious. Whercunto I muſt 


conteſſe, that as the induſtrivus Bee may gather honie out 


of the moſt ſtinking » ede, ſo the malicious Spider may al- 
ſo gather poiſon out of the faireſt floure that gro cs, 
And yet inall this diſcoutſeT fee not proued, that either 
that Gardner is too blame which planteth his garden full of 
fragrant flowers, neither that plarer to be diſpraiſed which 
ſoweth all his beds with ſee des of wholeſome hearbes, net- 
cher is that Orchard vnfruitfull, which vnder ſhewe of ſun- 
drie weedes, hath medicinable plaiſters for all infirmities. 
But if the Chirurgian which thould ſecke ſorrell to ripen an 
vlcer, wil take rewe which maie more inflame the impoſt- 
A then is he more to blame that miſtoke his gatherin 
hen the Gardner which planted aright, & preſented ſtore 
ad choice to be taken. Or if the Phiſttion will gather hote 
percelic in ſtead of colde endiue,thal he not w orthilic bearc 
the burthen of his on ne blames 
To ſpcake engliſhit is your vſing (my luſtie e 
miſuſing of theſe -poſies that maic make me praiſed or diſ- 
praiſed forpublithing of the ſame . For if you( u here you 
maie learne to auoide the ſubtile ſandes of wanton deſire) 
wil run vpon the rockes of vnlau ful luſt, then great is your 
tollie, and greter il gro my rebuke. It (where you might 
gather vvholſome herbes to cure your ſundrie infirmities) 
vvil ſpend the vyhol daie in gathering of ſyvcet ſmelling pa 
ſies, much vvil be thegime thar you hal miſpende, & much 
more the harme that ygu bal heape ypon my head, Or if 
you

you wij] rather bebhiter your Lands witha netle, than com- 
tort yeurſcules by ſinelling to tie pleaſant Marioram, then 
anton is your patinnc, and {mall ili be your profit. 

Ihaue here preſented you with three ſund rie ſorts of Po- 
ſies: t loures, Herbes, and Weedes. In v hich diuiſion I haue not 
ment that only the Floures are to be ſmelled vnto, nor that 
onelie tne Weedes are to be reiected. I terme ſome Floures, 
decauſe being in deed inuented vpona verie light occaſiõ, 
they haue yet inthe (in my indgement) ſome rare inuentiõ 
and Methode before not cõmonlie vſed. And therefore (be- 
ing more pleaſant the profitable) l haue named the Floutes. 

The ſecond (being in deede morall diſcourſes, and refor- 
med inuentions, and therefore more profitable then plea- 
fant) haue named Hearbes. 

The third being Needet, might ſeeme to ſome iudgemẽts 
neither yct pleaſant nor profitable, and therefore meete to 
be caſt awaie, But as manie weedes are right medicinable, 

ſo maie you finde in this none ſo vile, or ſtinking, but that 
it hath in it ſome vertue if it be rightlic handled, Marie you 
muſt take heede how you vſe them, for it you delight to 
put Hemlock in your fellowes pottage, you maie chaunce 
both to poiſon him, and bring your ſelfe in peri], But if you 
take exam ple by the harmes of others who haue eaten it , 
before you, then maie you chance to become ſo watie, that 
you will looke aduiſedlie on all the Percelie that you ga- 
ther, leaſt among the ſame one branch of Hemlock might 
annoiĩe you. 
I affure you, my yong bloods, I haue not publiſhed the 
ſame to the intent that other men hereafter might be infec- 
ted with my follies forepaſſed. For though it be a comfort 
in miſerijt habert cenſortem, yet is it ſmall conſolation to a 
ſellon, to haue  Coiner hanged in his companie. And Iaf- 
ſure you (although you will thinke it ſtrange) that I kaue 
not cauſed the to be imprinted for any vaine delight which 
Ihaue (my ſelſc) therein conceiued. For the molt of them 
being written in my madneſſe, might haue yeclded then 
more delight ro my frantike fanſie to ſee them publiſhed, 
than

than they now do accumulate cares in my mind to ſet them 

forth corrected: and a deformedyouth had ben moe likelie 
to ſet them to ſale long ſithence, than a reformed man can 
be able now to protect chem with ſimplicitie. 

The ſcope of mine intent, and the marke whereat I ſhot 
is double, I meane grounded ypon two lundrie cauſes: the 
one that being indebted vnto the world (at the leaſt fiue 
thouſande daies verie vainlie ſpent) I may ycelde him yet 
ſome part of mine account in theſe Poemes.

Mot fo, quod 
ſher, but pou ſhall be my Truſt, if you vauchſafe the name, 
and J will bee to pou as you ſhall pleaſe to terme me: mp 
Hope ( quod he) if you bee fo pleaſed: and thus agred, 
they two walked apart from the other gentelwoman , and 
fell into ſadde talke , wherein miſtreſſe Fraunces bpd verp 
courteouſlpe declare vnto him, that in dede, one cauſe of 
hir ſozrowe ſuſteined in this behalfe, was that he had ſayde 
ſo openlye ouernight, that he coulde not loue, fo? ſhe per- 
cepued very well the affection betwene him and Padame 
Elynor , and ſhee was alſo avuertiſed that Dame Ely. 
nor ſtode in the po2tall of her chamber, harkening to 
the talke that they hadde at ſupper that night, wherefoze 
ſhe ſ#med to bes loʒie that ſuch a wozde ( raſhlye cſcaped) 
might become. great hinderance vnto-his deſire : but a

Madame, Jam moe than readie, and pet 
not ſo ready as J woulde bee, and immediatliy taking him 
ſelke in tryp, hee thought belt to vtter no moze of his con⸗ 
teipt, but in haſt moze than good ſpede mountedhis hozſe, 
and comming towarde the dames pꝛeſented him ſelfe, tur ⸗ 
ning, bounding, and taking vp his courſer to the vttermoſt 
of his power in bꝛauerp: after ſuffering his hozſe to breath 
himſelfe, he gan alſo alley his owne choller, &to the dames 
he ſayd, Faye Ladies Jam readie when it pleaſeth ybu to 
ride where (a you commaund, Howe readie ſo euer you ba 
ſeruaunt , quod dame Elinor, it ſæmeth pour hozſe is rea⸗ 
dier at pour commaundt then at ours. I he be at mp 
commaunde miſtreſſe (quod her) he ſhall be at pours. Gra⸗ 
mertye god ſeruaunte (quod ſh@) but my meaning is, 
that ] feare he be to ſtirring fo our compante, If he pꝛoue 
ſo miſtres (quod he) J haue here a ſoberer palfrap to ſerue 
you on. The Dames being mounted they rode fozthwar ds 
by the ſpate ot a mile o verieneare, and Ferdinando Je- 
ronimi ( whether it were ok his hozſes cozage oʒ his owne 
choller came not ſo neare them as they wiſhed) at laſt the 
Lady Fraunces ſayde vnto him, maſter Icronomi pou ſapd 
that vou had a ſober hoʒſe, which if it bee ſo, wee waulde bet 
glad of your company, but J bel@uc by pour tountenaunce 
pour hozſe and pou are agreed. Ferdinando alighting cal- 
led 
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called his ſeruant, chaunged hozſes with him, and ouerta⸗ 
king the Dames, ſaid to miſtres Frances, And why doe 
pou thinke faire Ladie, that my hozſe and Jare agreed 
Becauſe by your countenaunce (quoth ſhe ) it ſeemeth pour 
patience is ſtirred, In good faith(quoth he) you haue geſ- 
ſed aright,but not with any of you. Then wee care the leſſe 
ſcruaunt,quothdame Elinoz . By mp trouth, $Hiltreſſe, 
(quoth he) looking wel about him that none might heare but 
they two, it is with mp ſeruant, who hath loſt my ſwoꝛde 
out of mp chamber. Dame Elinorlittle remembzing the 
occaſion, replyed, it is no matter ſeruant (quoth ſee) pou 
ſhall heare of it againe I warrant you, and preſcutlie wee 
ride in Gods peace, and J truſtſhall haue no neede of it: 
pet miſtres quoth he, a weapon ſeructh both vles, aſwellto 
dekend, as offend Now bp mp croth , quoth Dame Fraun- 
ces, Jhaitte now mp dꝛeame, ko; J dꝛeamt this night that 
J was ina pleaſant meadowe alone, where J mette with a 1 
tall Gentleman, apparelled in a night gowne ok Silke, all 4 
embꝛoydered about with a guarde of naked ſwozdes, and 14 
when he came towardes me J ſeemed to be afraide of hym, 
but he recomforced me ſaping, be not akrapde faire Ladye, 
fo) Jvſe this garment onely koz mine owne defence, and 
in this ſo2t went the warltke God Mars, what time hee 
taught Dame Venus to make Vulcan a Hammer of the 
newfaſhion . Notwithſtanding theſe comfo2table wozds, 
the kright of the dꝛeame awaked me, and ſithens vnto this 
houre Jhaue not flept at all. And what time ok the night 
dꝛeamt pou this quoth Ferdinando: Ju the grep morning 
about dawning of the day, but why aſke pou, qauoth Dame 
Frances? Ferdinando with a great ſigh anſwered, becauſe 
that dzeames are to be marked moze at ſome hottre cf the 
night then at ſome other: hp, are you ſo cunning at 
the interpꝛetation of dzcames, ſeruant, (quoth the Ladye 
Elinor:) not very cunning miſtreſſe(quoth he)but gelle like 
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a pounce Scholler. The dames continued in theſe aud like 
pleaſant talkes: but leronimi coulde not be mery, as one 
that eſteemed the p2eſeruation of his miſtres hon n, no leſle 
then the obteininx of his owne delights, and pet to auopde 
further luſpition, he repꝛeſſed his paſſions, as much as hee 
could The Lady Elinor (mote careleſſe then conſideratiue 
of her owne caſe ) pꝛicking fozwards ſaid ſoftly to him, J 
had thought you had retceiued ſmal cauſe ſeruant, to be thus 
dumpiſh, when J would be mery Alas deare miſtreſſe quod 
he, it is altogether foꝛ your ſake that J am penſtug: Dame 
Fraunces of curteſie withdzewe her ſelke and gaue them 
lcaue, when as Ferdinando declared vnto his Miſtreſſe, 
that his ſwoꝛd was taken out of his chamber, and that hee 
dꝛeaded much by the woꝛds of the Lady Fraunces that ſhee 
had ſome vnderſtanding ofthe matter. Dame Elinor now 
calling to remembꝛance what had paſſed the ſame night, at 
the firſt was abaſhed,but immediatly (fo2 theſe women bee 
readilp witted)ch@redher ſcruant,and willed him to come 
mit vnto her the ſaluing of that ſoze. Thus they paſſed the 
reſt of the way in pleaſant talke with Dame Fraunces, and 
ſo returned towardes the Caſtle where Ieronimi ſuffered 
the two Dames to goe together, and he alone vnto his chã⸗ 
ber to bewaple his owne miſgouernment , But Dame Eli- 
nor (whether it were accoꝛding to olde cuſlome,o2 by wilye 
pollicie) found meane that night, that the ſwozd was con⸗ 
ueyed out of Miſtres Frauaccs Chamber, and bꝛought vnto 
hers: and after redeliuery of it vnto her ſeruant, ſhe warned 
him to bee moꝛe warye from that time loozchwardes: af- 
terwarde when hee grewe moze bolde and better acquain⸗ 
ted with his iſtreſle diſpoſition, he aduentured one Frys 
day in the mozning to goe vnto her Chamber, aud thereup⸗ 
en wzote as followeth, which ha tearmed a Frpdayes

Hat ſelfe ſame daie, and of that daie that houre 
When the doth raigh thatmockt Vulcan the ſmith 
And thought it mecre to hatber in her boure:

a p20ude challenge made to Beautie her ſelfe , and all hyz 
companions:and imaginiag that Seautie hauing a ſhoppe 
where ſhee vitered hy2 wares ot all ſuudzye ſoztes, bis Las 
die had ſtallen the fpneſt awap,, lcauiug none behynde hp, 
bu: paynting, bolt ring, k cing and ſuchlike ,-the which 
in his rage her tudgeth god puongh to lerue the Courte: 
and thereupon grewe a great quarrell, Chen thele ver⸗ 
ſes were by the negligeace of his myſtreſle diſperſi into 
(10217 handegs, and ſo at laſt to the reading of a Courtier, 
Tcl terdigando had his deſire, if his P yſtreſſe lyked 
them, but a Bartelip,wptetb. ſbck arewe in telouſte, that 
the ſame were not wzitten by hy2, becauſe by} name was 
Elinor and not Hellen. Aua about this poynt haue bene 


diuers and ſundzy opinions among the Venetians, fo; this 


and diuerſe other of his moſt notable Poems, haue come to 
viewe of the wozlde. And ſoine haue acctibuted this pꝛayſe 
vnto a Hellea , whopeſerued not ſo well as the Dame E- 
linor ſhoulde ſerme to deſerue, and yet neuer a barrell of 
god herren betwerne them both: But that other Hellen 
becauſe ſhe was ſayeth Bartello, of ſs bale conditions, as 
map deſerue no maget commendation in anyone iudge⸗ 
ment, therefoze hee chinketh that he woulde neuer beſtowe 
berſe of ſo meane a ſubiect. And pet ſome ok his acquayn⸗ 
taunce knowing alfs that he was ſometimes acquaynted 
with Hellen, haue ſtode in argument, that it was woit- 
ten by Hellen, and not by Elinor, Wcllmine authour aflir⸗ 
meth that it was wzytten by this Dame Elinor, and that 
vnto hy he thus alledged, that her toke it all foꝛ one name, 
02 at leaſt he neuer read anye of Elinor ſuch matter as 
myght ſound weoꝛthy like commendation,fo2 beautie. And 
in dede conſidering all circumſtances ok hyſtozpes, and 
comparing alſo the tyme that ſuch repoztes doe ſpꝛeade of 
his acquaintance with Hellen, it can not bg wzitten lelle 
then like oz ſeuen peates befoze h& knewe Hellen: marrie

him and that Hellen afterwardes,he might adopt it to hy} 
name, and ſo make it ſerne both their turnes, as elder lo⸗ 
uers haue done bekoze, and ſtill do, and will doe wozld with⸗ 
out ende. Well by whom he wꝛote it Jknowe not, and to re⸗ 
turne to the purpoſe, he ſought moze certainelp to pleaſe 
his myſtreſle Elinor with this Sonet wzitten in hy2 p)apſe 
as kolloweth. .

F this Sonet, were it not a litle to much pꝛayſe (as 

the Jtaltans do moſt commonly offend in the ſuperla⸗ 
tiue) I could no moze commende it:but J hope the partie to 
whome it was dedicated: had rather it were much moze, 
than anie thing leſſe. Tell, thus theſe two Louers paſſed 
manp dates in exca ding contentation, and maꝛe then ſpeak ; 
able pleaſures, in which time Ferdinando did compile ve» 
ry many verſes accopding to ſundzie occaſiuns pꝛofſered, 
and 
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and they were.fo2 the moſt part ſauced with a kaſte of glo« 
rye , as you knowe that in ſuch caſes alouer being char⸗ 
ged with inexpzimable iopes, and therewith entopucd 
both by duetie and diſcretion to keepe the ſame court, can 
by no meanes deuiſe a greater conſolation, than to com- 
mit it into {ome cyphꝛed wozdes , and figured ſpraches, in 
verſe, whereby hee kaleth his heart halfe (oz moze than 
halfe ) caſed of ſwelling. Foz as ſighes are ſome pꝛeſent 
eaſe to the penſtte minde , cuen ſo we finde by experience, 
that ſuch lecrete eutercomoning of iopes dweth encreaſe 


delight. J woulde not haue pou coniter my wozdes to this 


effect , that J thinke a man can not ſufficientlpe reiopce in 
the luckie lottes of loue, vnleſſe hee empart the ſame to o⸗ 
thers: God fozbidde that euer I ſhoulde enter into ſuch an 
herelie, foz J haue alwapes bene of this opinion, that as 


to bee kogtunate in loue, is one of the moſt inward conten- 


tations to mans minde of all carchlie iopes: euen ſo if he 
do but once bew)ap the ſame to any liuing creature, imme⸗ 
diatlye eyther dꝛead of dicſouering dwech bzuſe his bꝛeſt 
wich an intollerable burden 62 elſe her læſeth the pꝛinci⸗ 
pall vertue which gaue efe& to his gladneſſe, not vnipke 
to a Poticaries pot, which being filled with ſwete oynt⸗ 
mentes oz perfumes, dweth retapne in it ſelfe ſome ſent 
of the ſame , and being powzed out dooech returne to the 
kozmer ace, hard, harch, and of ſmall Sauour : So the 
minde being fraught with delightes, as long as it can 
kepe them ſecretly encloſed, map continually fave bpon 
the pleaſaunt recoꝛde thereof, as the well willing and rea⸗ 
dye hozſe bytech on the bzidle, but hauing ovce diſcloſed 
them to any other, ſtraight way wee looſe the hidden trea⸗ 
ſure ofthe lame, and are oppꝛelled with ſundzype doubtfull 
opinions and dzeadfull conceiptes. And pet foz a man to 
recoꝛde vnto him ſelfe in the inwarde contemplation of his 
minde, the ofcenremembyance ok his late receyued lopes, 
doet 


doeth as it were eaſe the heart of burden, and adde vntothe 
minde a freſh ſupplie of delight, yea, and in bear ſe pꝛinci 
pally (as I conceine) a man map belt contriue his wape 
of comfoze inhim ſelke. Thercfoze as Jhaue ſayde Ferdi- 
nando ſwimming nowe in delightes did nothing but wzit 
ſuch verſe as might acumilat his iopes, to the extremitie 
of pleaſure, the which fo2 that purpoſe hee kept from ſight 
ot the wozlo, as one moze vefirous to ſæme obſcure and de⸗ 
kectiue, than ouermuch to glozie in his aduentures, eſpecial⸗ 
ly fo2 in the ende his hap was as heauy, as hitherto hee had 
bene koztunate. And here J will ſurceale to rchearſe any 
moꝛe of His verſes vntil J haue expꝛeſſed how that his ioies 
being cxalted to the higheſt deg ter began to bende towardes 
declination, Foz now the vnhappy ſecretary whom J haue 
bekoze remembꝛed, was returned fro Flozance, on whome 


Ferdinando had no ſooner caſt his epes, but immediatly hae 


fell into a great paſſion of minde which might be compared 
vnto a keauer. This fruit grew of the god inſtrudions that 
his Hope had planted in his minde, whereby J might tale 
iuſt occaſion to foxwarne euery loner, howe they ſuffer this 
venemous ſerpent ielouſie to crepe into their conceiptes: 
foz ſure ly, oł all other diſeaſes in loue, F ſuppole that to be 
vncurable, and woulde hold longer viſcourſe therein, were 
it not that both this tale and the verſes of Ferdin. him ſelfe 
hereafcer to be recited, ſhall be ſufficient to ſpeake fo2 me in 
this behalfe. The loucr (as I ſap vpon the ſudden)was dʒo⸗ 
uen into ſuch a malladie, as no meate might nouriſh his bo · 
dy, no delpghts pleaſe his minde, no remenmib2ance of ioyes 
foꝛepaſſed content him, noꝛ any hope of the like to come 
might recomfoꝛt him: hereat (ſome vnto wheme J haue 
imparted this tale) haue taken occaſion to diſcommende 
his farnting heart. yet ſurely the cauſe inwardly and deply 
conſidered , J cannot folightly tondemne him: for an olve 
ſaping is, that enery man can giue counſaple bett — _ 
| onowe 
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followe it: and nerdes muſt the conllias of his thoughts be 
ſtraunge: betw@ne the rememb2aunce of bis fozepaſſey 
pleaſure, and the pꝛeſent ight ofthis monſter, whome be⸗ 
foze (fo2 lacke of like inſtruction ) he had not fo thzough:ye 
marked and behelde. Tell, ſuch was the grerke vnto hum, 
that he beoame ſicklie and kept his chamber. The Ladyes 
bauing receined the newes thereof. began al at once lament 
his miſfo2tune,and of common conſent agred tovilic him: 
they marched thither in good equipage, J warrant you any 
found Ferdinando lying vpon his bed languiſhing, whome 
they al ſaluted generally, and ſought torecomfozt:but eſpe» 
cially his myſtres , hauing in hy} haude a bzaunche of wil 
lowe, wherewith ſhe defended hyz from the hot ap2e,began 
thus to ſap vnto him: Seruaunt (quod ſhe) fo? that I ſup⸗ 
poſe your mallady to pzocede of none other cauſe but one- 
ly ſlouthfulneſſe, I haue bzought this pꝛeatie rod to beate 
you a little: nothing doubting, but when you fe#le the 
{marc of a twig; oʒ twapne , pou will like a tractable poung 
ſcholler, plucke vp pour quickened ſpirites, and caſt this 
dꝛowlinelle apart. Ferdinando with a great ſigh anſwered: 
Alas good myſtres (quod he) if anp like chaſtiſment myght 


quicken me, howe much moze might the pꝛeſence of all you 


louelie dames recomfo2t mp dulled mpnde 2 whome to be- 
bolde, were ſufficient to reuiue an eye now dazled with the 


dꝛead ot death: and that not onely fo2 the heauenly aſpeces 


which pou repꝛeſent, but alſs much the moꝛe fo2 your exce« 
ding curteſie, in that you haue deigned to viſite me ſo vn⸗ 
woꝛthie a ſeruant. But good myſtres (quod he) as it wert 
ſhame fo mee to conkeſſe that euer my heart coulde pelde 
fo2 feare, ſo J aſſure you that my mynde can not content 
to induce infirmitie by fluggiſh concepte: but in trueth 
myſtreſſe J am ſicke (quod he,) and therewithall the 
trembling of: his heart had ſent vp ſuch thꝛobbing into 


his thote,as that his vopce (uowe depziuedofbzeath) come 
maun⸗

maunded the tongue to be ſtill, When'Dame Elinor foz 
compaſſion diſtilled into teares , and dzewe towardes the 
windowe, leauing the other Gentlewomen about his bed, 
who beyng no leſſe ſozye fo his grefe, pet fo2 that they 
were none of them lo touched in their ſecrete thoughtes, 
they had bolder ſpirites and freer ſpeach to comfozt him, 
amongeſt the reſt the Ladye Fraunces, (who in ded loued 
him de pely, and coulde beſt coniecture the cauſe ofhis con · 
ceipts) ſayde vnto him: Good Truſt (quod ſhe) if anyhelpe 
of Phyſicke may cure pour maladie, I woulde not haue pou 
hurt pour ſelfe with theſe doubtes which pon ſeme to re⸗ 
tayne: It choyce of dyet may helpe, be holde vs here (your 
cokes) ready to miniſter all things nerdefull: if companie 
map dꝛyue awap your anope, we meane not to leaue 
pou ſolitarie, if græfe of minde be cauſe of pour infirmitie, 
to& all here will offer our denoure to turne it into ioye: tf 
myſhappe haue gpuen pou cauſe to feare oz dzeade anye 
thyng „remember Hope, which neuer fayleth to recom⸗ 
foꝛt an afflicted minde. And good Truſt (quod ſhe) (diſtrey⸗ 
uyng his hande right heartily) let this ſimple pꝛofe of our 
pe god willes bee ſo accepted of you , as that it mape 
wozke thereby the effect of cur deſires. Ferdinando (as one 
in a trautnce) had marked very litle of hyꝛ courteouſe talke, 
and yet gate bir thankes, and ſo helde his peace whereat 
the Ladies (being all amazed) there became a ſilence in the 
chamber on all ſides. Dame Elinor fearing thereby that 
thee myght the mote eaſely be eſpyed , and hauing nowe 
dzyed vp hy} teares, returned to hy? ſetuaunt, recom 
fozting him by all poſſible meanes of common curteſte, 
p2omiſtag that ſince in hy} ſickneſſe he had not ovely ſtatins 
ched hp} bleeding, but alſo by his gentle company and ſyn« 
dꝛp devices of honeſt paſtime,had dziuen away the penſſue. 
neſſe of hyꝛ minde, ſhe thought hp? ſelfe bounde with lyke

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bis health, and taking him by the ha m ſaid further. Go 
ſernant, if thou beart in dede any tt ue affecton to thy penze 
myſtres, ſtart vpon thy feet agatne, and let hy? eniop thine 
accuſtomed ſeruice to hy2 comtozt, tor ſuxre (quod ſhe) J wil 
neuer leaue to viſit this chamber once ine day , until J 
may haue the downe with me, Ferdinando. heating the 
heartie woꝛdes of his myares, ano percepuing the earneſt 
maner of hir pronunciation, beganne to recetue vnſpeakes« 
able com font in the ſame, and ſayde: Miſtres, your exca⸗ 
ding courteſte were able co reuiue a man halte dead, and to 
me tits both great comfoze , anv it doeth alſo gald my re- 
membzance, with a continuall ſmart of mine owne vuwooz- 
thineſſe: but as J woulde dcftre no longer life, than till J 
myght be able to deſerue ſome part of pour bounty, ſo J 
will endetonr my ſelfe to liue, were it but onely vnto that 
ende, that JI myght met it ſome part cf pour fauour with ac- 
ceptable ſeruice, and requite ſome deale the courteſie of all 
theſe ather fapze Ladyes, who haue ſo farre ( aboue mp de⸗ 
ſerts) deigned to dome god. Thus ſayd, the Ladies taried 
not long bekoꝛe they were called to euenſong, when his my⸗ 
ſtres taking his hand, kiſſed it, ſaping: Farewell god ſer⸗ 
uaunt, and J pꝛay thee ſuffer not the mallice of thy ſicke⸗ 
neſſe to ouercome the gentleneſſe of thy gad heart. Ferdi- 
nando tauiſhed with iop. ſuffered them all to depart, and 
was not able to pꝛonounce one woꝛde. After their depar⸗ 
ture, he gan caſt his minde the excening curteſie vſed to⸗ 
wardes him by them all, but aboue all other the bountye of 
his myſtres: and therewithall coke a ſound and firme opi⸗ 
nion, that it was not poſſible foꝛ hyz to counterfeit ſo dæpe · 
ly (as in deve J belcue that ſhe then did not) whereby he 
ſuddenly felt his heart greatly eaſed, and began in himſelfe 
thus to reaſon', Was euer man ok ſo wietched a heart 2 J 
am the moſt bounden to loue (quod hee). of all them that e⸗ 
uer p2ofeſſed his leruice, Jenioy one the kayꝛeſt that — 
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was found, and Jfime hir the kinndeſt that euer was heard 
ol: pet in mine ouae wicked heart, Jcoulde villaanoufly 
conc eiue that of hyꝛ, vhich being compared with the reſt of 
ho virtues, it is ust poſſthle to harbour in ſo noble a mind. 
Þereby Jhave bꝛought my ſelte without cauſe into this fe · 
blcneſk;aud gon reaſon that for ſo high an offence, I ſhould 
be puniched with great iuũrmitie: what (all I chen doe 7 
pelde ta che ſame ? no, but actoʒ ding to my late pꝛoteſtati⸗ 
on, I will recomfaꝛt this languiſhing minde of mine, to the 
ende I may hue but onely to doe penaunce fo} this ſo nota⸗ 
ble a crime ſo raſblie cammitted: and thus ſaying, hee ſtart 
from his hed, and gan to walke towardes the windowe. but 
the vemmous ſerpene which ( as befoze I rehearſed) hav 
ſtong him, could not be cantent that theſe medicines apply⸗ 
ed by the mouth of his gentle myſtreſſe, ſhoulde ſo ſcone re⸗ 
ſtofze him to gueriſon, and although in d&d they were ſuch 
Pychrpdate to him as that they had uowe expelled the ran · 
cour ol poyſon yet that ougly belliſb mouſter had left behind 
bir in the mot ſecret of his boſome, ( euen betwene the mind 
and the man) one ol hir familiers named ſuſpect, whiche 
ber gan ta woꝛke in the weake ſpirits ef Fardinando efects 
of no leſe perill chan befoze he had receued, hi head ſweling 
with theſe troublſome toyes, and his hart ſwimming in the 
tempeſtes of toſing fancaſte:. ha felt his legges ſo fable, þ | 
be was conftrapnedto lye downe on his ben againe, and re- 
peating in his owne rememhꝛance euery woꝛde that his mi⸗ 
ſtres had ſpoken vnto him, he gan to dzead, that (ſh@ hay 
bꝛought the w:llowe bꝛanche to beate him with, in token þ 
be mas ol hir foz ſpoken : foz ſo louers do moſte commonly 
expound the willow garlande, and this to thinke, did cute 
his hart intwapne. A wonderfall chaung:and heare a little 
to ſtape you, J will diſcribe as I finde it in Bartello the 
beginning the fall, the retourne, and the being ofthis he⸗ 
lich byꝛd, who in dade n be counted a very Go 
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the diuell. Many pyetes ſinte, one ofthe moſt dꝛeadſull daft 
tardes inthe wozld, aud one ol them that fir ſte deuiſſed to 
wearehis beard at length, leaſt the berboz might doe him a 
godturne ſcner then he looked foz it, and pet not ſo ſoone as 
hedeſerued,had builded fo his ſecurity a pileone the byghit 
and moſt inaceſſible monnt of all his tert itoꝛes i the whi 
being fo2tyfiede with roung alles, and enuyrone de w 
derpe ditches , had no place of entrie, but one onely dane ſo 
ſtraygbt and nat rom, as might by any poſſibility receiue the 
body of one lining man:fron which he aſcended vp a ladder, 
and ſo cr ping thꝛough a meruelous ſtrait hale, attained to 
bis lodging, that which was ſo darke and obſcure, as ſcarce 
ly either ſoune oz ay2e could enter into it:thus he deuiſed to 
lodge in ſafetie, and fox the moge ſuertye gane truſt none 
other letting downe this ladder but only his wife: and at the 
fooce therof kept always by day light, afterce maſtife tloſe 
enkeneled which neuer fawe na heads the face oʒ voice of 
any other treature but onelpe of ſhem two: him by night de 
truſted with the ſtout ok this pꝛety palſſage,. hauing neuerthe 
leſſe between him aud his dogge, a double done with treble 
lockes,quad1ible barres, and befoze all a poꝛt of Jr 
neither yet could he ber ſo hardpe as toſlepe , he hav 
cauſed a garde ofſeruanntes( whome he kept abzoade foxþ 
purpoſe ) to ſearch all the cozners adiopning to all his fo1« 
treſſe, and other betwene fearefull ſweate and | 
03rd, with one eye opened p the other cloſed, he ſtole ſome⸗ 
times a bzoken \lzpe,deuided with many terrible dzeames 
In this ſoꝛt thꝛ wzetch lyued all to lãg, vntyll atlaſt higwi fe 
being not able any longer to ſuppoꝛte this helliſhe life, grew 
ſo hardye. as w his owne knife co diſpatche his carkas ont 
of this earthlye purgato2ye:the which being done, his ſoule) 
and go2 reaſon) was quickly canueyed by Carone vnto hell: 
there Radamanthus Judge of ö benche, commannded him 
qulcklpe to be chzult into a bopling pole; and being there in 
plou⸗ 
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langed very often hg neuer chꝛpked 0} crped, I Ckalde, as 
big orher compamions there cryed, but ſamed ſo lightlie co 
eſtme it, that the iudge chought mete to condenme him 
vato the mot terrible plate, where are ſuch toꝛmeutes, as 
neither pen can unite, tongue expzelle, oꝛ thought conceiue: 
but the myſer (euen there) lmeg to ſmple and tu make 


ſmall.acca;npt of hiapuniſyment, Radamanthus hettofen⸗ 


lomed, lent ko him, and demanded the cauſe why he made 
ſo light of his durance 2 he auſwered that whiles he lined on 
earth , hee was (a coutinuallpe afflicted and appꝛeſſed with 
ſuſpicion, as that nowe (onclpe to thinke that he was out of 
thole mie ditatiaus) was. ſufficient armour ta defende him 
from all other tounents,, Radamanthus aſtodicd hereat, 
gan call together the Senatoꝛs of that king dom, and pꝛo⸗ 
pounded this queſtion, howe and by what puniſhment they 
might deuiſe to touch him accozding to his deſertes : and 
hereupon fell great diſputation: at laſt being conſidered, 
that he hadalreadic him plonged inthe molt vnſpeakable 
tozments,qud thereac lifle 02 nothing had changed counte- 
nante therewithall that no ſoule was ſent vnto them to be 
relieued ok his ſmart, but rather to be puniſhed foz his foꝛ⸗ 
mer delightes -z it was concluded by the generall councell, 
that he ſhoulde be efcſones ſent inta the woꝛzlde and reſtozed 
to the ſame boppe wherein he firſt had his reſiance, ſo to re⸗ 
mapne foz perpetuitie, and neuer to depart uoz to periſh, 
Thus his bopp and ſoule being once againe vnited , and 
nowe eftſones with the ſame peltilence infected, het became 
a ſupicious man, Suſpition it ſelfe; and nowe the wzetch 
remembzing the treaſon of his wife, who had ſo willinglie 
diſpatched him once befoze, gan viterlye àbhozre hir, and 
ſled hp2 companie , ſearching in all countries ſome place 
of better aſſurance, and when her had in baine trove ouer 
the moſt part of the carth, h# embarked him ſelke to finde 
ſome vnknowne Aland, where in he might frame ſome newe 
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habitation:and finding none ſo commodtous as he delired, 
be foztuned (ſayling alone by the ſhoze) to eſpye a rocke, 
mote then ſixehundzeth cubites high, which hong ſo ſupi⸗ 
tiouſly ouer the ſeas, as though it woulde thzeaten to fall at 
euerpe litle blaſt : this did Suſption J meane to bee a fic 
foundation whereon her might builde his ſeconde Bower: 
be fozſwke his boate , and traiuailed by lande to eſple what 
entrye oz acceſſe myght be made vnto the ſame, and founde 


from land no maner of entrie oz acceſſe, vnleſſe it were that 


ſome courteous byꝛd of the apze woulde be ambaſſadour,oz 
tonuey ſome Engins, as whilom the Cagle did carie Ga. 
nymedes into heauen. He then returned to ſeas , and ap⸗ 
pꝛoching nerre to the rocke, founde a ſmall ſtreame of freſh 
water iſſuing out of the ſame into the ſeas : the which, al⸗ 
though it were ſo litle and ſo ſtraight, as might vnethes res 
cetae a boat o bigneſſe to carry one liuing creature at once, 
yet in his conceypt he thought it moe large and ſpatious 
than that bꝛoad waye called of dur fozefathers Y ppi, o2 
than that other named Elaminik, hee abounded his barke 
and putting of his clothes aduentured (fox he was now aſ« 
ſured not to dꝛowne to wade and ſwim again the ſtreame 
of this vnknowne bꝛoke, the which a woonderous thing to 
tell, and ſkarcelie to be beleeued) came downe from the ve- 
rye top and heyght ofthis rocke : and by the way he found 
ſire ſtrapghts and dangerous places, where the water ſ&* 
med to ſtaye his cour ſe, paſſing under ſix ſtrayght and low 
bꝛidges, and hard by enerpe ok thoſe places, a pple rayſed 
bp in maner ofa Butlwozke, the which were hollow, in fuch 
ſoꝛt as lodgings and other plates neceſſary myght in them 
tommodioully be deniſed, by ſuch one as coulde endure the 
helliſh nelle of the place. Palling by theſe he attayned with 
much payne vato the-toppe of the Rocke, the which ha 
found hollawed as the reſt, and farre moꝛe fit fot his ſecu⸗ 


ritie, than other wile apt foz any commoditie. There gan

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Sulſpition, determine to neſtle himſelfe, and having nowe 
placed ſire choſen pozters, to wit, Dꝛead, Miſtruſt, unath, 
Deſperation, Frenſte, and Furie. At theſe ſire ſtreng Bul⸗ 
woꝛks, he lodged himſelfe in that ſeuenth all alone, fo2 be 
truſted no companie, but euer miſtruſting y bis wifcſbouto 
eltſoones ſix de him out therein; hee ſhzicheth cont inuallye 
lyke to a Shzichowle to keepe the Matche wakyng, nc: 
uer content to ſleepe by daye ao? by night. But to be ſire 
that hee ſbaulde not ouerfleepe himſelfe, gan ſtuſfe hys 
couche with Poꝛpentynes quylles, to the ende that when 
heauye ſlæpe ouercame him, and he thereby ſhould be con- 
ſtrayned to charge his Pallad with moze heavpe burchen, 
thoſe plumes might then pꝛicke through and ſo awake 
him.

and changed cantiuuallie now this, now that, now keyes, 


now lockes , ditches new ſcowzed, and walles newlie 
foꝛtikyed ,& thus alwapes vncontented liuech this wꝛetched 
Helhounde Suſpicion, in this Hellihe Dungeon of Pabi⸗ 
tation: from whence he neuer remwueth his foote, but only 
in the dead and ſilent nights, when hee map be aſſured that 
all creatures (but himlelfe) are whelmed in ſounde ſlæpe. 
And then with ſtealing ſteppes be ſtalketh about the earth, 
inkeaing⸗toꝛmenting and vexing all kindes of people with 
ſome part of his afflictions , but eſpeciallye ſuch as eyther 
doe ſit in chapze of greateſt dignitie and eſtimation, oz els 
ſuch as haue atcheued ſome dere and rare empꝛile.

Myſtreſſe quod her, J baue aſſayed iny fete ſince your de⸗ 
parture, but J kynde them pet vnable to ſupoꝛt my heaupe 
body, and therefoze am conſtr ayned as you ſæ to acquaynt 
my ſelke with theſe pillowes, Seruaunt ſapde ſhe J am 
right ſozy thereof, but ſince it is of neceſlitie to beare ſick⸗ 
neſſe, J will employ my endeuoure to allay ſome part of 
your papnes, and to refreſh your wearye Umbes with

Why T ruſt (ſayd Myſtreſſe Fraunces be 
of good comfozt, and aſſure pour ſelfe that there are others 
who would be as glad of pour well btoing, as pour myſtreſſe 
in any reſpect, J ought not co doubt thereof ( quod Ferai- 
nando) hauing Þ p2afe that I haue bad of p:ur great cour- 
teſies, but I thought it my duety to aſke foz mp myſtr eſſe 
being abſent. Thus they paſled ſome time with him vntyll 
they were called away vnto pzapers,and that being finiſhed 
they went to dynner , where they met Dame Elynor at⸗ 
tired in an nyght ker chere after the ſoleneſt (the ſolem⸗ 
neſt faſhton J ſhould haue ſapde) who looked verie dzowſelp 
vp pon all folkes, vuleſſe it were hy? ſecretary, vnto whome 
ſhe deigned ſome time to lend a frændly glaunce. The loꝛo 
of the Caſtie demaunded of hir how maiſter lerone mi dyd 
this mozning, She aunſwered that ſhee knew notfo2 he 
bad not ſæne him that day.You may do well then daughter 
(quod the Loz) to go now vnto him, and to aſlay if be will 
eate any thyng, and if here be no meates that like him, J 


p2-p you commannde ( foz hm) any thyng that is way 


houſe, You muſt pat don me ſp2 (quod ſh&) J am ſickelp 
diſpolcd, add woulde be lcoth to take the apze, why then go 
vou myſtreſſe Fravunces (quod he) and take ſome body with 
vou: and I charge you ſe ihat he lacke nothing, Myſtreſſe 
Fraunces was glad of the amdaſſage, and arpſing trom the 
table with one other gentle woman, toke with hy} a dpth of 
chikins boyled in white bzoth, ſaping to by} fat her: thynke 
this meate mereſt lo; maſter lcronimi, of any that is 
bæt e. It is ſa (quod he) daughter, and it he like not that, 
cauſe ſome what elle to be deſled foz him atcoꝛding to his 
apetite. Thus ſhe departed and came to Ferdinando, who 
being plonged in ſundzy woes and thzilled with refllefſe 
though es, was nowe beginnyng to ryſe. But ſa ing the 
Dames, couched downe agapne, and ſapde vnto them. Alas 
fapze Ladpes you put pour ſelues to moze papues then 
eyther J doe deſice,o2 can deſerue. Good 7 rvit quod dame 
Fraunces, our paynes are no greater then dutie ri quireth, 
no pet ſo great as we could vouchſafe in pour behalfe.

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wyll not refrapne co call foʒ it. Oh my gov Hope (quod 
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Coppalles of ſo frendly Phyſitions. Now by my trothe 
wel ſayde gentle Truſt quoth Dame Fraunces, and in fo 
doyng, aſſure pour ſelfe gueryſone with ſpeede. Thys 
thus ſayd, the courteous dame become his Caruer, and hee 
with a bold ſpirit gan taſt of her Cookery,But the late con- 
flicts of hys conceits had ſo diſacquaynted his tomake kr 
repaſtes, that hee coulde not well away with meate,and pet 
neuertheleſſe by little and little receyued ſome nourpture. 
hen hys Hope had examyned hym as long as ſhe coulde 
make hym feede, they delyuered the reſt to the other Gen- 
tlewomen who haupng not dyned, kell to her pꝛouender. 
In which meane whyle Lady Fraunces had much com- 
foztable ſpcche wyth ſignoꝛ Ieronimi and declared that 
the percepued very well the malladye, but my Truſt (quoth 
ſhe) be al whole, and remember what J fozecolde you in the 
beginning: neuertheleſſe pou muſt thinke that there are 
remedyes fo2 all miſchiefes, and if pou wyll bee ruled by 
mpne adtipſe, we wyll ſoone finde the meane to eaſe you of 
this miſhappe. Ferdinando take comfort in her diſcretion, 
and frendly kiſſed her hand, gaue her acartlode of thankes 
foz her great good will, pzomiſing to put to hys vttermoſt 
force, and euermoze to be ruled by her advice. Thus they 
paſſed the dinner, whyle the Lady Frauaces alwapes re- 
fuſing to declare her conceite of the late change which ſher 
perceyued in hys Piſtres, . fo: he thought beſt firſt to 
wynne hys will vato confo2mitie, bylitcle and little, and 
then in the e:ide to perſwade hym With neceſſpty , When 
the other Gentlewoman had vytayled her, they departed.

gnawe vpon, fo2 that in dede ſhe perceyued her hearty af- 
fection towards Ferdinando, whereat Miſtres Frauncs 
changed no countenance,but reſerued her reuenge vntyll a 
better op oztunitie. At laſt quoth dame Fraunces vnto i⸗ 
ſtreſſe Elinor, and when wil you goe vuto pour Seruaunt 
fayze Lady: When he is ſicke and Jam whole quoth dame 
Elinor, That is euen now quoth the other, foz how ſicke 
he is pour ſelfe can witnes, and how wel you ate we muſt 
beare recoꝛd. You may as wel be deceiued in my difpoſicion 
quoth Dame Ehnor, as J was oucrſenein his ſuddayn 
alteration: And if hee be ſicke, pon are mette tobe his pht- 
ſition: fo2 you ſawe yelterday that my parnes did little pꝛo⸗ 
ſte towards his rkcomfore, Pes ſurely ſaid the other, not 
onelp J, but allthe reff had occaſion to iudge that your cur - 
teſte was his chefe tomfore, 

Well quoth Dame Elinor pou know not what J doe 
knowe-. Noz pou what J thinke quoth dame Fraunces, 
Thinke what you liſt (quoth Elinor.) In derde quoth 
Fraunces, Imap not thinke that you care, nepther wyll J 
dye fo2 your diſpleaſure, and ſo halfe angry ſhee departed, 
At ſupper they met accatne,and the Paſter of the houſe de- 
maunded of his daughter Fraunces how Ferdinando did, 
Sy? quoth ſher her did eate ſomewhat at dinner, and ſithens 
J awe him not. The moꝛe to blame quoth he, and nowe J 
woulde haue all you Gentlewomen take of the beſt meates 
and goe ſuppe with him, foꝛ company dꝛyueth away care⸗ 
fulneſſe, amm leaue vou me here with pour leauings alone, 
Nay Sir quoth Prſtreſſe Eliuor, J pꝛay vou geue me 
leaue to beare pon companie, koz J dare not aduencure 
thether. The Lozd ok the Caſtle was contented, and diſpat⸗ 
ched away the reſt, who taking with them ſuch vyaundes 
as they thought meteſt, went vnto Icronimies o—_— 
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finding him vp, and walking about co recouer ſtrength: 
wh:reat Dame Fraunces retopced, and declared how her 
Father yad ſent that coinpanp to attend him at ſupper Fc rs 
dinan ſo gaue great thankes , aud miſſing nowe nothing 
but his Miſtreſſe, thought not good pet to aſke lo; her, but 
becau e hæ partly geſſeo the cauſe of her abſence, ha cons 
teated hymlelke, hoping that when hys Lure was newe 
garniſhed, he ſhould caſily reclapme her from thoſe cope 
co.1cepptes, Chey paſſed ouer theic ſupper all in qupet, 
and (wne after Miſtreſſe Fraunces , being deſirous to re- 
quyteDame Pc.gocs quippes, requeſtcd that they might 
continue the paſtime which Dame Pergo had begunne o« 
uer night, whereuato they all conſented, and the lotte fell 
vnto Dame Fraunces to pzopound the ſecond queſtion, 
who add2eſling her ſperch vnto Ferdinangſapd in this wiſe, 
Noble Gouernoz, I wil reherſe vnto you a ſtrange hiſto2ye, 
not fapaed, nepther bozrowed out of anie olde auchozt- 
tie, but a thing done in deve of late dayes, and not farre 
diſtant from this place where we nowe remapne. It chan- 
ted that a Gentleman our netghboz betng maryed to a 
veriefapie Gentlewoman, lyued with her by the ſpace 
of fower 02 fige peares in great contentation, truſting 
her no leſſe thenhe loued her, and pet louing her as much 
as any man coulde loue a woman. Dn that other ſide, the 
Genflewoman had woonne ( vnto her beaute ) a ſingular 
commendation foꝛ her chaſte and modeſt behautour , Pet it 
happened in time that a luſtie ponug Gentleman (who ve; 
ry often reiozted to them) obtepned that at her handes, 
which neuer any man coulde befoze him attaine, and to 
be plapne, he woonne ſo much in her affetions, that foꝛget⸗ 
ting both her owne duetie and her huſbandes kindneſſe, ſhes 
pelded her body atſthe commaundement of this Louer, in 
which paſtime they paſſed long tyme by their politicke go⸗ 
uerument. At laſt che krends ofthis Lady (and eſpctiallye 

| thi& 
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Siſters which ſhe had) eſpyed puermuch familtaritie be⸗ 
twene the two Louers, and o2eaving leaſt it might bzeake 
out to thetr common rep2oach, twke their ſiſter apart, and 
declared that the wozld did iudge ſcarce well of the repayze 
ol that Gentleman vnto her houſe, and that it ſhee did not 
fozeſæ it in time, ſhe ſhould not onely leſe the good credpte 
which ſhe herſelfe had hetherto poſſeſſed, but furthermoze, 
ſhould diſtaiue their whole race with common obloquie and 
repꝛoach. Theſe and ſundzie other Godly admonittons 


ok theſe Hiſters, coulde not ſinke in the minde of this Gen ⸗ 


tlewoman, fo2 ſhe did not ouely ſtande in defiaunce what 
any man caulde thinke of her, but alſo ſ@med to accuſe them 
that ( becauſe they ſawe her eſtimation (being their ponger ) 
to grow aboue their owne) they had therefoze deuiled thys 
meanes to ſet variance betwene her huſband and her. The 
Siſters ſ#ing their holeſome-counſell ſo reieatd, and her 
continue ſtill in her obſtinate opiniou, addꝛeſſed their ſpech 
vnto her huſband, declaring that the wozld judged not the 
beſt, neyther they themſelues did verie well lyke of the fa⸗ 
niltaritie betweene their (iter and that Gentleman, and 
thcrefoze aduiſed him to fozecalt all perils, and in time co 
koꝛbid him his houſe. The hufband(on the other ſidt ) had al 
ſo conteyued ſuch a good opinion of his gelt,# had growen 
into ſuch a ſtrict familiarity with him, that you might with 
mote eaſe haue remoued a ſfone wal, then once to makt him 
thinke a mts either of his wife, oꝛ ot her louer, yea and imme 
diatly after this conkerence, he would not ſicke thus to ſap 


vnto his wife . Lamia (foz ſo indeeve was her name) thor 


baſt thi& ſuch buſte bzapned Siſters, as J thinke ſhoꝛtlye 
their heads will bzeake : They would haue me to be iel⸗ 
lous of ch, no no Lamia,gc.ſo that he was not only farre 
from ante ſuch belefe , but further moꝛe dyd eutrre daye 
increaſe his curteſies towardes the louer . The ſillers be⸗ 
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ing thus on all ſides reiected, and yet perceiuing moꝛe and 
moze an vuſeemely behauyour between? their Siſter aud 
her minion, began to melt in their owne greaſe: and ſuche 
was their enraged pꝛetence of revenge, that they ſuboz⸗ 
ned dyuers ſeruauntes in the houſe to watch ſo diligently, 
as that this treaſon might be diſcouered. 

Amongſt the reſt,one mayde of ſubtile ſpirit had ſo long 
watched them, that at laſt ſhe ſpyed them goe into p cham- 
ber together, and lockt the dooze to them: whereupon ſhe 
ran with all haſte paſſible ta her maſter, and tolde him that 

ik ber woulde come with her, ſhe would ſhewe him ave- 
ry ſtrange ſight .

And befoze her departure, ha founde meanes fo talke 
with her, thzeatning that ik euer ſh&@ ſpake any wozve of 
thys myſterie in any place where ſhe ſhould come, it ſhoulde 
coſt her her lpfe . The mayde fo? feare departed in ſilence, 
and the maſter neuer chaunged countenance to eyther hys 
wyfe oz to her Paramour, but fapned vnto hys wife that he 
had turned away the Payde vpon that ſudden,fo2 that the 
had chzowen a Kitchen knyfe at hym, whyles he went a- 
bout to coꝛrea a fault in her, c. Thus the good Gentleman 
dꝛanke vp hys owne ſwette vnſeene euery day, encrea⸗ 
ſing curteſie to che Louer, and neuer changing counte⸗ 
naunce to hys wpfe in any thing, but onely that hee refray- 
ned to haue ſuch knowledge of her carnallp, as he in 
pa 
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paſt had, am other men haue of they wiues , In this ſozt 
ber continued by the ſpace almoſt of halfe a yeate, neuer- 
thelelle laineating his miſhap in ſolytarie places. It laſt 
(what moued bim Jknow not) he fel! agapne to company 


with his wife as other men do, and as J baue heard it 


ſayde) he uſed this policie. Euerꝝ tyme that ha had knows 
ledge of bp}, h& would leaue epther in the bed, oz in hx cuſs 
ſhencloth, oz by by2 laakpag glaſſe, oz in ſome place where 
ſhe mult ueedes finde ic, a peece of monep which then was 
in Italie called a Carolins. Thus he dealt wich hy? conty* 
nually by the ſpace of fours 0 flue moncthes , bling by} 
nenertheleſſe very kindly in all other reſpeces,. aud pzouy- 
dpng for hy} all things neceſſutp at the fy2(t call. But vuto 
his geaſt he ſtill augmentedhis curteſte, in ſuch ſoz, that 
you woulde haue thought them co be ſwozne brothers. All 
chis nocwithtandpng his wife much muſiag at theſe ſmall 
peces which he founde in this bah „ and furthermq;e, ha- 
ving ſund y tymes founde hy} huſbande in ſolitarie places 
making great lamentation, (hx grewe inquiſltue , what 


he would none otherwiſe anſwere, but that any man ſhoulde 
finde occaſion to bee moze penſiue at one tyme then at ans- 
ther . The wife notwichltanding increaſyng bp} ſuſpect, 
unparted the ſame vnto hy2 louer , alledgyng therewithall 
that ſhe daubted very much leaſt hp} huſbande had ſome 
vehement ſuſpition of they; affapzes. The louer encozaged 
by2,and likewiſe declared, that if ſbe would be impoztunate 
ta enqupꝛe the cauſe.hp2 huſband would not be able to kæpe

The wife began tontlp to ſtand at deflanre, bur the huſ⸗

The faulcon flie, the grey-hound run his courſe, 
The baited bull and beare at ſtatelie (take, 

T heſe enterludes, theſe new Italian (ports, 
And euery ga:vd that glads the mind of man: 
But few regard their needie neighbors lacke, 
And few behold by contemplation 

The ioies of heauen, ne yet the paines of hell, 
Few looke to law, but all men gaze on luſt. 


A ſxeet conſent of muſiks ſacred ſound, 
Doth raiſe our minds as rapt all yp on high, 
But ſweeter ſounds of concord, peace, and loue,

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Are out of tune and iarre in euerie ſtop, 


To toſſe and turne the ſturdie trampling ſteede, 
To bridle him, and make him meete to ſerue, 
Deſerues no doubt great commendation.

Our bumcaſt hoſe, our trebble double ruffes, 
Our ſutes of ſilke, our comelie garded capes, 
Our knit ſilke ſtockes, and Spaniſh leather ſhooes, 
Vea veluet ſerues oft times to trample in, 
Our plumes, our ſpangs, and all our quei nt aray, 
Are pricking ſpurres prouo king filthie pride, 
And ſnares vnſeene which lead a man to hell, 


How live the Moores which ſpurne at gliſtring perle, 
And ſcorne the coſts which we do hold ſodeare? 
How? how but well? And weare the precious pearle

They would not then the ſame like vs deſpiſe, 
Which (though they lacke) they liue in better wiſe 
Than we which hold the worthles pearle ſo deare.

I can perceiue how kingdomes breede but care, 
How lordſhip liues with lots ot leſſe delight 
(Though cap and knee do ſeeme a reverence, 
And courtlike life is thought on other heauen} 
Than common people finde in euerie coalt, 


The gentleman which might in countrie keepe 
A plenteous boord, and feede the fatherles, 
With pig and gooſe, u ith mutton, beefe, and veale, 
(Yea now and then a capon and a chicke) 122 
Will breake vp houſe, and dwell in mar ket townes, 
Algitring life and like an epicure, |

O kniglits, O ſquires, O gentle blouds yborne,

And eke their mate, Epaminondas lo, 
proteſilaus and Phocian are not farre, 
Pericles ſtands in ranke amongſt the reſt, 
Ariſtomenes may not be forgot, 

Vnleſſe the liſt of good men be diſgraſt, 
Behold (my lord) theſe ſouldiors can I ſpie 
Within my glaſſe, within my true Steele glaſſe. 


Iſee not one therein which ſeekes to heape 
Avorld of pence by pinching of dead paies, 
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And ſo beguiles the prince in time of neede, 
When multer day and foughtemfield are od: 
Since Pompey did intich the common heaps, 
And Paulus he Æminus ſurnamed 

Returnd to Rome no richer than he went, 
Alchough he had ſo many lands ſubdued, 
And brought ſuch treaſure to the common cheſts, * 
That fourſcore yeares the ſtare was after free 
From greeuous taske and impoſition, 

Yea ſince againe good Marcus Curius 
Thought ſacrilege himſelfe for to aduance. 
And ſee his ſouldiors poore or liue in lacke, 


Soutdiors I ſce not one wythin this glafſe of mine, 
than — whofe feathers flant and flicker in the winde 
aunt.

bs He firſt and molt neceſſary point that euer J found matte to be 
A cõſidered in making of a delectable poeme is this, to ground 
it vpon ſome fine tauftion, Fo} it is not pnough to role in pleaſant 
wopds 102 pet tothiunder in Rim, Ram, Ruff, by letter (quoth mp 
maſter Chaucer) noz pet to abound in apt vocables, oz tpythetes, 
vuleſle che intention haue in it allo a/19#:4 /alis.3By this a/iqu1id ſa- 
1, I meane ſome good and fine deniſe ſhewing the quicke capacity 
of a witer: and where J ſay ſome giod and fine invention, J meane 
that J woulde haue it both fine and god. Fo2 many inventions are 
ſo ſuperfine, that they are v:x god. And againe many inuentions 
are god, and not finely handled. And fot a generall foxwarning : 
what theame ſotuer pou do take in hand, if pou do handle it but n- 
quam in oratione perpetua , and neuer ſtudiefor ſeme depth of de⸗ 
uiſe in the inuention, and ſome figures alſo in the handling therok: 
it will appeare to the ſkiltull reader but a tale of a tubbe.

02 J dare not cal the Engliſh verſes we vſe none other oꝛder but a 
fte af two ſillables, whereof the firſt is depꝛeſſed oz made ſho2t, 
and the ſeconde1s eleuate oz made long: and that ſounde o2 ſcan⸗ 
ning contpnueth throughout the verſe, Wie haue vſed in times 
palt other kindes of Peters: as fo2 example this followpng :

| Allo our father Chaucer hath vſed the ſame liber tie in fete and 
mealures that the Latiniſts doe vſe:and who ſo euer doe peruſe and 
well conſider his wozkes, he ſhall finde that although his lines are 
not alwapyes of one ſelfe ſame number of Syllables, yet being red 
by one that hath vnderſtanding, the longeſt verſe and that which 
hath moſt ſillables in it, will fall (to the eare) coꝛreſpondent vnto 
that which hath in it feweſt ſillables, ſhall be found yet to conſiſt of 
woꝛ ds chat haue ſuch natur all ſound, as may ſæ me equall in length 
to a verſe which hath many moe ſillables of lighter atcentes. And 
{t:rcl J can lament that wee are fallen into ſuch a playne and ſim- 
ple maner of witing , that there is none other freute vſed but ane:

The fault of the later verſe is that this wozd vnderſtand 
ts therin fo placed as the graue accent paſſeth vpon cer, & thereby 
maketh der in this wozd vnderſtand,to be eleuated, which is ton⸗ 
trarte to the naturall oꝛ vſuall pronunciation; fo we ſap

5 Here by the wap J thinke it not amiſſe to fozewarve pou that 
peu thꝛuſt as fewe woꝛds of many ſillables into your verſe as may 
be: and hereunto J might alledge many reaſons: firſt the moſt aun⸗ 
cient Engliſh woꝛds are of one ſillable,ſo that the moze monaſilla 
bles pou vſe,the truer Engliſhman pou ſhal ſme, and the leſſe you 
hal ſme! of the Inkhoꝛne. Alſo woꝛds of many ſillables dae clope a 
verſe and make it vnpleaſant, whereas wo2des of one ſillable wyll

Surely J mile at the ſimplicitie of ſuch deuiſers, which 
might as wel haue laid it in plaine Engliſh phzale, and pet 
haue better pleaſed all cares, then they ſatillie their owne 
fancies by ſuch luperfineſſe. Therefoze euen as J haue ad⸗ 
utſed you to place all wozps in their natur all oz moſt com- 
mon and vſuall pzonunctation, ſo woulde J wiſh you to 
frame ail ſentences in their mother phzaſe, and p2oper Idi- 
oma, and pet ſometimes (as I haue ſaid befoze)the coutra⸗ 
ty may be bozne, but that is rather where rime enfo2ceth,o2 
per licentiam poeticam, then it is other wile lawfull 2 
commendable. 

12 This poeticall licence is a ſhzewde fellow, and co⸗ 
uereth many faults in a verſe, it maketh woꝛds löger, ſhoz⸗

14 And here becauſe J haue named Rithme ropall, J 
wil tell yan alſo mine opinton aſweilofthat , as of p names 
which other rimes haue comsnly bozne heretofore, Rithme 
ropal is a verſe of ten ſillables, and ſeuen ſuch verſes make 
a ſtaffe, whereof the firſt and third lines doe aunſwere (a 
croſſe) in like terminations and rime , the ſecond, fourth, 
and fifth, doe likewiſe anſwere eche other in terminations, 
and the two laſt doe combine and ſyut vp the ſentence : this 
hath bene called Richme ropall, and ſurcly it is aRopall 
kinde of verſe,ſeruing beſt foz graue diſcourſes, 

There ts alſo another kinde called Ballade, and there= 
of are ſundꝛy ſoztes: foʒ a man may wʒite Ballad in a ſtaffe 
of ſixe lines, euerp line contepniug eyght oz ſixe ſillables, 
wherok the firſt and third, ſecond and fourth doe rime acros, 
and the fifth and ſixth doe rime together in concluſion, You 
may vnite alſo pour ballade of tenne ſillables ryming, as 
befo2e is declared, but theſe t vo were wont to be moſt cam 
monly vſed in ballade, which pꝛoper name was (Ithinke) 
derpued of this wozd in Italian, Ballare, which ſignifyeth 
to daunce. And in dere thoſe kinde ok rimes ſerue beſt foꝛ 
daunces 02 light matters. Then haue pou alſo a rondlet, the 
which doethalwapes ende with one ſelfe ſame fote oz repe⸗ 
tition, and was thereof in my iudgement) called a rondelet. 
This may conſiſt of ſuch meaſure as beſt lpketh the wziter, 
Then haue you Sonnets, ſome thinke that all poems(be« 
ing ſwoꝛt) may be called Sonnets, as in deve it is a dimi⸗ 
nutiue word derived of Sore, but pet I can beſt allowe to 
tall thaſe Sonnets which are of fourtene lines, euerpe 
line conteyning ten ſillables. The firſt twelue doe rime 
in ſtaues of foure lynes by croſſe mieter, and the laſt two 
rpming together, doe conclude the whole.

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There are Dtzapnes, and Sixaines which are often lines, 
and of ſixe lines, commonly vled by the French, which ſome 
Engliſh wziters doe allo ter me by the name of Sonets. 
Then is there an old kinde of Rithme called Uerlapes,de« 
ried (as I haue tedde) of this woꝛde Verd which betoke⸗ 
nech Græne and Laye which betokeneth a Song, as if you 
would ſap grene Donges: but Imuſt tell you by the way, 
FJ never redde any verſe which Jſawe by authozitie called 
Verlay, but one, and that was along diſcourſe in verſes... 
of tenne ſillabeles, whereofthe foure firſt dpd ryme acrofſe, 
and the fifth dyd aunſwere to the fyzſt and thyꝛde, breaking 
off there, and ſo pin * to another termpnation , Df 
this J coulde ſhewe example of umitatton ta mine owne ver⸗ 
ſes wzitten to the ryght honozable the Lozde Grey of Wil- 
ton vpon my iourney into Holland,gc, There are alſo cers 
tayne Poemes deuiſed of tenne ſpllables , whereok the firſt 
aunſwereth in termination with the kourth, and the ſeconde 
and thyꝛde aunſwere cche other: theſe are moze vſed by o⸗ 
ther nations then by vs, neyther can Jtellreadilp what 
name to giue them. And the commoneſt ſozt of verſe which 
we vle now adapes (viz. the long verſe of twelue and four- 
tene ſillables) J knowe not certainely howe to name it, vn⸗ 
leſſe I ſhoulde ſay that it doth conſiſt of Poulters meaſure, 
which giueth xit, foz one doſen & xiiii. fo2 another, But let 
this fuffice (it it be not too much) fox the ſundyie ſoztes of 
verſes which we vſe nowe adapes, 

15 Jnalltheſe ſoztes of verſes when ſoeuer you vnder- 
take to wꝛite, auoyd pꝛolixitie and tediouſneſſe,and ever as 
neere as pou can, doe fintſh the ſentence and meanyng at the 
ende of euerp ſtaffe where pou wiight ſtaues,and at the end 
of euery two lynes where pou wꝛpyte by coples oz poulters 
meaſure:fo2 I ſ& many wyiters which dꝛaw their ſentences 
in length, and make an end at latter Lammas,fo2 common⸗ 
ly befoze they end, the reader hath koꝛgottẽ where he begon.
